still plaguing the railroads. Accord- 
ing to Reginald C. G. Witt, acting 
executive secretary of the National 
Freight Claim Council, the ratio of 
total freight claims received by 
truck lines during the past five 
years averaged only 1.06% of total 
revenues received.

The most. significant indication 
that air cargo has come of age, how- 
ever, is the “new” view traffic execu- 
tives are taking toward utilizing it. 
In the past, sky freight was em- 
ployed, primarily, in the shipping of 
“emergency” or “rush-rush” items.

4. The growth of the trucking indus- 
try’s trailer interchange program 
has enhanced highway service, re- 
duced handling. 


5. New and improved highway ve- 
hicles are lighter, more efficient, 
and have been endowed with a 
higher cubage.

Motor freight carriers have taken 
mammoth strides forward in lick- 
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abled highway carriers to expedite 
tracing; keep closer tabs on in 
transit consignments; and furnish 
shippers with data on their goods 
in a hurry. 


8. An increasing number of truck 
lines are offering piggyback and 
fishyback service—providing custom- 
ers with tremendous savings in 
transport costs.

11. The nation’s seven regional shipper- 
motor carrier organizations have at 
last been welded into a single co- 
hesive organization. The National 
Association of Shipper-Motor Car- 
rier Conferences should play a key 
role in U. S. trucking in the years 


ahead. 


@ Air freight stands on the thresh- 
old of the greatest era in its short, 
but event-packed, history. 

Sky carriers are hauling an increas- 
ing number of consignments. The size 
and weight of airborne merchandise, 
moreover, are growing. Air freight 
no longer transports only “smaller” 
packages. In ’60, it is airlifting gener- 
ators, ship propellers, machinery, and 


only one facet of air freight. Ship- 
pers have come to recognize the 
other vital benefits accruing to them 
when they move their goods via air 
cargo. Typical of these are reduced 
warehousing costs; slashed packag- 
ing expenditures; and lowered inven- 
tory requirements. 

Statistics often tend to be mislead- 
ing, especially in an area of transpor- 
tation expanding and shifting as rap- 
idly as air cargo. Nevertheless, the 
following figures should be useful in 
enabling TMs to get a clearer pic- 
ture of what is currently happening 
in air freight: 


© Combination carriers are at present 
offering close to 3,000 daily cargo 
schedules to and from 675 cities. 


e Air freight seems destined to im- 
prove substantially on its 59 hauling 
record—one-half of one percent of all 
ton-miles transported by any form of 
transportation in the U, S. 


®@ Skyfreighters are shifting merchan- 
dise from departure to destination city 
500% faster than the next speediest 
form of transportation. The advent 
of the Jet Age should increase this 
spread terrifically! : 
e Air cargo cartage service is current- 
ly linking more than 4,000 key U. S. 
communities to airports and sky car- 
go carriers. 


@ Overseas air freight shipments are 
skyrocketing. Tonnage carried is sure 
to set a new high in ’60 


® Local air cargo carriers are posting 
new and higher freight totals. Last 
year, the nation’s 13 key local air- 
lines hauled close to 5% million ton- 
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miles of cargo. Improvement over 
58: 32%. Expected gain this year: 
another 20%. 


® Air-highway cooperation is boom- 
ing! Northwest, Delta, American, Fly- 
ing Tiger, and Continental are push- 
ing ahead with ambitious truck-air 
delivery programs. Other carriers, 
meanwhile, are currently blueprinting 
programs of their own. 


What’s ahead in air cargo? Pre- 
dicts the Aerospace Industries Asso 
ciation of America: “Development of 
commercial turbine-powered _ trans- 
ports, specifically designed to carry 
cargo, is pointing the way to a tre 
mendous expansion in the use of ait 
freight 

“Previously, 


cargo aircraft were 
modified piston-powered passenger 
transports. The Federal Aviation 


Agency confidently believes that the 
introduction of turbine cargo planes 
will quickly result in a six-fold in- 
crease over present air tonnage.” 

Why? Declares the AIA: “The 
principal reason is the dramatic re- 
duction in air freight rates possible 
with turbine-powered aircraft. The 
present rate averages about 26¢ per 
ton-mile. FAA believes this can be 
reduced to about 10¢-12¢ per-ton- 
mile with jet equipment.” 
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Another reason for the expected 
surge in air freight, according to the 
AIA: the astounding rate at which 
the shipping public has been utiliz- 
In °54, U. S. airlines 
hauled about 2% million air freight 
shipments. °59’s total: close to 4% mil- 


ing sky cargo 


lion consignments 

“This marked expansion,” says the 
AIA, “is symptomatic of what indus- 
try refers to as a ‘distribution revolu- 
tion’—a new relationship between buy- 
er and seller, based squarely on the 
use of fast, dependable sky service.” 

The resultant air cargo outlook 
Meaning to shippers: the 
steady growth and maturing of still 
another super-efficient form of trans

@ Ocean transportation is in the 
midst of a dramatic revolution. Not 
since the maritime industry’s historic 
shift from sails to steam, a century 
ago, has it faced such an exciting 
and prosperous future. 

Reason? Containerization. 

Says Austin J. Tobin, executive di- 
rector of the Port of New York Au- 
thority: “Containerization . . is 
sweeping the entire water transpor-

tation industry, bringing with it an 
entirely new pattern of relationships 
and problems. 

“To the ship owner, it is bringing 
an entirely new type of vessel, a 
need for closer coorcination and part- 
nership with land _ transportation, 
and an entirely new concept of oper- 
ating ports 
where, it is bringing new 


economies. To every- 
terminal 
requirements, manpower adjustments, 
and regulatory revisions. 

much to be accom- 
plished and a great number of stub 
born problems to be overcome,” Mr. 
Tobin emphasizes. “But one thing is 
clear. Containerization and other re- 
lated efforts in the cargo handling 
field are definitely keys to the future 
of marine transportation.” 

Containerization, while towering 
over all other recent marine devel- 
opments in importance, nevertheless, 
is only one facet of the current wa- 
ter transport picture. While certainly 
not as dramatic and as overwhelm- 
ing in their implications as contain- 
erization, two other trends in ocean 
transportation are, nonetheless, of tre- 
mendous significance to shippers. 

The first is the rise of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway. And the second 
revolves around the steps being tak- 
en by the nation’s ports to update 
their facilities and expedite water- 
borne consignments. 

In *59, during the St. Lawrence 
Seaway’s first year in operation, close 
to 17% million tons moved up and 
down the waterway. Increase in ton- 
nage over 58: 78%. Expected in- 
crease this year: tremendous. 

Port development,

meanwhile, is 
rushing ahead at a vigorous pace 
New York, Baltimore, and Los An- 
geles are just three of the many ports 
blueprinting and building a whole 
host of new terminals, docks, and 
other units geared to move inbound 
and out bound freight more efficient- 
ly and economically. 

How do America’s ports stand, with 
regard to cargo handled? New York 
still ranks as the Number One port 
in the nation. Cargo processed: close 
to 70 million tons. 

Other ports: Baltimore, over 20 
millions tons; Boston, over 20 million 
tons; Houston, over 10 million tons; 
Long Beach, 9 million tons; New Or- 
leans, 10 million tons; Portland 
(Ore.), 8 million tons; Seattle, 2 mil 
lion tons; and San Francisco, about 
30% of all water cargo inbound or 
outbound from the West Coast. 
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Interior of aircraft, 
converted from pas- 
senger to cargo uses. 


@ Traffic on the nation’s 29,000-miles 
of inland waterways is booming. Nev- 
ertheless, the inland water carrier 
industry finds itself faced with an 
overwhelming headache, which _ is 
significantly affecting its operations. 
Chat problem: “a selective rate cut 
ting campaign on the part of the 
railroads.” 

According to Patrick Calhoun, Jr., 
president of the Inland Waterways 
Common Carriers Association, while 
waterway haulers thus far have trans- 
ported 14% more tonnage than they 
hauled last year at this time, gross 
revenues during the same _ period 
have increased by only 1% 

“Despite the fact that we are load- 
ing more barges and carrying greater 
tonnage than ever before,” says M1 
Calhoun, “our revenues have re- 
mained practically the same as in the 
previous year. This is due principal- 
ly to the campaign of the railroads 
to cut rates in areas served by barge 

often below the cost of proving the 
service—and holding them high else- 
where.” 

In spite of this problem, though, 
America’s inland waterways carriers 
are offering shippers faster, smoother, 
and more effective service than ever 
before. Shippers—primarily those who 
transport petroleum products; coal; 
construction and building materials; 
cement; and similar items—for their 
part are becoming increasingly inter- 
ested in the advantages of low-cost 
water transportation. 

One indication: the fact that many 
of the companies located on naviga- 
ble rivers and canals are construct- 
ing a record number of barge loading 
unloading facilities 


@ Containerization is growing by 
leaps and bounds! A mounting num- 
ber of motor freight lines, air cargo 
haulers, and ocean carriers are hop- 
ping on the containerization band- 
wagon. So are shippers. 

Current trends in containerization 
were explored in depth in the June 
and July, 1960, issues of Shipping 
Management-National Hi-Way Ship- 
per. Briefly, here is a rundown on 
key developments in the area: 


© Land-sea containerized service is 
mushrooming. Such water carriers as 
Erie & St. Lawrence; the Pan Atlan- 
tic Steamship Company; Matson; Bull 
Lines; and Grace are providing ship- 
pers with a zooming number of ocean 
container shipping services. 
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® Highway carriers are going in for 
containerization in a big way. Lead- 
ers: Consolidated Freightways; the 
Spector Freight System and _ Inter- 
state System. 


e Air freight is becoming more and 
more container-conscious. Reason? A 
desire to slash on-the-ground time in 
the Jet Age. Air pioneers in contain- 
erization: Pan American World Air- 
ways; Seaboard & Western; American 
Airlines; and United Airlines. 


© Container research is moving for- 
ward under a full head of steam. Key 
firms: the Highway Trailer Company 
and Trailmobile. 


® Container leasing and service are 
becoming increasingly important to 
shippers. One outstanding leasing

and service firm: Container Transport 
International. 


® An all-out drive to attain container 
standardization is underway. Only 
when standardization is realized will 
containerization begin to live up to 
its full potential. 


@ What's happening elsewhere in 
traffic and transportation? Here’s an 
up-to-the-minute summary of impor- 
tant developments in other vital areas 
of distribution today: 


PACKAGING—Vastly improved con- 
tainers, designed to cut costs, slash 
in transit damage.

Airlifted 
shipments reach consignees up to five 
times faster than those moving via 
surface carriers. Once sky freight 
rushes headlong into the Jet Age—and 
a number of rugged on-the-ground 
cargo handling bottlenecks are finally

2. Reduced or eliminated warehous- 
ing costs.

Air ship- 
pers, consequently, are in an_ ideal 
position to roll back their packaging 
material and labor costs drastically. 


5. Reduced loss, damage, and _ pilfer- 
age. Air freight has the finest loss- 
damage rate in transportation today. 
Pilferage, moreover, is no problem 
in air shipping. Reason? The speed 
with which airlifted merchandise 
moves from shipper to consignee. 


6. Eased paperwork. Air freight ship- 
ments move on a single bill of lading. 


7. Door-to-door service. 


8. Broadened sales opportunities. Air 
freight allows the shipper to push 
out the boundaries of the area he 
Why?

When did the present boom in 
air freight really get underway? 


Air shipping may be traced all the 
way back to 1928, when Railway Ex- 
press and a group of air carriers in- 
augurated America’s first sky cargo 
operation. Nevertheless, it was not 
until World War II that air cargo 
really got off the ground. It’s been 
flying high ever since! 


According to the International Air 
Transport _ Association, world air 
freight traffic this year will pass the 
2 billion cargo ton-kilometer mark. 
Reports IATA: “Air freight’s phenom- 
enal growth . . . will be sustained in 
60 by lower experimental rates for 
both specific commodities and bulk 
shipments of up to 10 tons. Increas- 
ing all-cargo service will also give 
air freight a ‘powerful shot in the 
arm. 


What’s the present status of do- 
mestic air freight? 


Domestic air cargo is moving ahead 
at a fantastic pace. Pinning it down 
statistically, consequently, is virtually 
impossible. However, fate estimates 
point out that domestic air carriers 
are currently offering more than 3,000 
combination cargo-passenger sched- 
ules, to and from 700 key U. S. com- 
munities. All-cargo aircraft, mean- 
while, are being utilized to haul 
freight to and from more than 80 
major U. S. cities. 


Where does air cargo stand today 
with regard to the surface hauling 
of air shipments? 


Air cargo cartage service now en- 
compasses more than 4,000 communi- 
ties. The growth of coordinated mo- 
tor-air freight operations, moreover, 
bid fair to make the advantages of 
sky shipping available to every U. S. 
firm—no matter how far its plants may 
be from cargo airports. 


Integrated highway-air service should 
spurt in the years just ahead. (Ex- 
ample: Consolidated Freightways’ re- 
cent agreement with Pan American 
World Airways.) This type of inte- 
grated service can only lead to faster, 
smoother, more flexible air shipping 
than ever before. 


Is on-the-ground air freight han- 
dling keeping pace with develop- 
ments in the air? 


Unfortunately, no. Not that air freight 
carriers aren't driving hard to evolve 
new loading-unloading-handling pro- 
cedures and equipment.

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@ Objective: faster marking of out: 
bound orders. Company: DeMert and’ 
Dougherty, Cicero, Llinois. Method: 
D&D (product: gasoline additives) 
uses a lightning-fast manual marking 
system, which keeps shipping opera- 
tions moving at a furious pace and 
ensures a minimum of marking “bon- 
ers.” 

When an order is received, invoice 
papers and a special “tab-on” stencil 
are prepared immediately. The sten- 
cil is then forwarded to the shipping 
department. Once the consignment 
has been assembled and is ready to 
go, the stencil is inserted in a hand- 
printer. Presto! Containers are hand- 
stamped—at a rate of 50-per-minute 
-with the name and address of the 
consignee. 


Objective: whizzing a spanking 
new product to over 100 key dis- 
tributors in a hurry. Company: Behr- 
Manning. Method: air freight. 

One of the nation’s foremost pro 
ducers of coated abrasives and relat 
ed items, B-M recently decided to 
add a new nylon pad to its line. To 
create the biggest possible advertis- 
ing-publicity “splash” possible, the 
firm realized, would call for some 
split-second timing. Pads would have 
to be dispatched to B-M_ dealers 
around the country so _ that they 
would be received at precisely the 
same time that the concern launched 
an all-out advertising campaign, an- 
nouncin® the new product. 

B-M turned to a_ top-notch air 
fr_icht forwarder for help. The firm 
picked up the pads and various pro- 
motional materials and turned them 
over to a group of air freight carriers. 
Teletype-checked every step of the 


way, the nylon pads were flown to 
airports all over the U. S.; loaded 
aboard trucks; and rushed to thei: 
destinations. 

Outcome? You guessed it! Deliv 
eries were made right on schedule 
and the pad was introduced with a 
“bang’—from Maine to California—on 
the day selected by the manufacturer. 


Objective: to rush a desperately 
needed order to a company over 400 
miles away. Company: Best Univer- 
sal Lock, Incorporated. Method: bus 
package express. 

One day recently, shortly after clos- 
ing time, Best Universal received an 
S.O.S. from one of its customers. The 
firm needed a special lock—and need- 
ed it by 9 AM the next day. 

Best Universal’s solution? The lock 
was picked out of stock: packaged; 
and rushed to a nearby bus terminal. 
It was then shipped by a bus pack- 
age express service geared to pro- 
vide overnight deliveries to cities 
within a radius of 500 miles of the 
shipper. Result? The customer re- 
ceived his lock the very next morn- 
ing! 


Objective: smoother handling, re- 
duced product damage. Company: 
Kent Foods, Muscatine, Iowa. Meth- 
od: Kent packages its livestock and 
poultry feeds in shipping bags, man- 
ufactured of a unique skid-proof pa- 
per. Result? Bags hold their positions 
more securely during stacking and 
may even be tilted to “perilous” an- 


gles. 


Objective: safeguarding the finish 
of costly electric typewriters from in 
transit knicks and scratches. Compa- 
ny: International Business Machines, 
New York City. Method: a big switch 
to corrugated cartons, equipped with 
tip-top interior boxboard liners. Treat- 
ed with a highly-protective, abrasion 
proof polyethylene resin coating, the 
liners hold IBM office machines se 
curely in place in their containers, 
without scratching or otherwise mar- 
ring their finish. 


Objective: streamlining truck load 
ing-unloading. Company: Century 
Electric, St. Louis. Method: utiliza- 
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tion of a high capacity ramp-dock- 
board combination, tailor-made to the 
firm’s needs. 

Loading-unloading used to be a 
king-sized headache at Century. Rea- 
son? A terrific dock under-clearance 
problem. Extremely low “walkie” 
truck under-clearances—plus a greater 
than average height differential be- 
tween the dock and backed-up ve- 
hicles—had slowed the company’s ship 
ping-receiving activities to a crawl. 

Exploring the situation, Century 
realized it couldn’t possibly use a 
standard dockboard successfully. To 
overcome the eight inch height differ- 
ential, an ordinary dockboard would 
require far too large a crown to per- 
mit “walkie” trucks to move about 
efficiently. On the other hand, a long 
ramp—suitable for use by low under- 
clearance equipment—would be much 
too clumsy to handle effectively. 

Throw in the towel? Not Century! 
It hit upon a tip-top idea, which 
has swept away virtually all its 
loading-unloading posers. That idea?

During 
loading-unloading, the dockboard is 
held securely in place by _ position 
spacers, while the ramp component 

permanently elevated at one end 
rests firmly on the dock.

Method: punched card order process- 
Ing 

Caterpiller’s Denver facility serv- 
ices a whole host of firms in the Far 
West, Hawaii, and Alaska. Every 
week it fills more than 1,000 separate 
orders, made up of some 50,000 dif- 
ferent parts. 

Ordinarily, an operation of this size 
and scope should pose some rugged 
problems. Caterpiller, however, hasn't 
any. Reason? A paperwork procedure 
revolving around the use of punched 
cards, which speeds shipments to cus- 
tomers and keeps distribution costs 
down 

Under the Caterpiller setup, the 
moment an order is received in 
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Denver, the punched card system 
takes over. Processed automatically, 
the order is forwarded to the ship 
ping department; picked; assembled; 
and shipped with dispatch. 

So effective is the Caterpiller set 
up that emergency consignments are 
assembled and moved out of the 
Denver facility only hours afte 
thev re received. Routine stock o1 
ders take a little longer, but still 
reach consignees with plenty ot time 
to spare. 


Objective: upping available storage 
space as economically as_ possible 
Company: International Paper, Kan 
sas City. Methed: constructing a high- 
ly effective, permanent pole-type 
warehouse, at the amazing cost of 
less than $4-per-square-foot 

Used for the storage of assorted 
building materials, the 100,000-square

reinforced concrete floor and walls 
of weatherproof plywood siding; and 
contains a series of 30' x 24’ clear

A prime manufacturer of quality 
confections, Tom Huston must deliv- 
er its products to its customers as 
speedily as possible, if they are not 
to become stale and unappetizing 
The company gets the speed it needs 

and real economy, to boot—by mov 
ing its products via truck. Last year, 
it shipped more than 33,000-tons of 
confections more than 2% million 
miles to its 400 major distributors 
Delivery delays? None. Condition of 
confections upon arrival?

fishyback—Coordinated high way-water 
transportation. Under the arrangement, 
a highway carrier picks up either a 
trailer-load or container-load of cargo. 
It hauls the freight to a port, where 
the trailer (or container) is disengaged 
from its chassis and hoisted aboard a 
ship. Arriving at its destination, the 
trailer (or container) is lowered from the 
vessel onto another chassis and towed 
away to its delivery point. 


Flexi-Van—Blueprinted by the New 
York Central Railroad, under this sys- 
tem a trailer is backed up at a right 
angle to the side of a flat-car. Next, it 
is moved onto a turntable located in 
the middle of the car. The trailer is then 
positioned for its trip and its chassis is 
pulled away. 


ICHCA-The International Cargo 
Handling Coordination Association, a 
world-wide organization which has con- 
tributed tremendously to the advance- 
ment of containerization. U.S. HQ: 80 
Broad Street, New York. 


jumbo pallet containers—A unit which 
is rolled broadside into a van on its 


own casters. Side guides or channels 





attached to the floor guide the container 
into position quickly and easily. 


Mobilvan—This procedure for con- 
tainer shipping was evolved by the 
Clark Equipment Company. It relies 
heavily on power-packed lift trucks, de- 
signed to expedite the handling of con- 
tainers. 


MoPac—A container system blocked 
out by the Missouri Pacific Railroad. 
Giant cranes are employed to lift con- 
tainers off highway vehicles and onto 
flat-cars or vice versa. 


Paul Bunyan box—A super-duper air 
cargo container, utilized extensively by 
major air freight carriers. Produced by 
Grumman, the container is manufactured 
of aluminum; stands 84” X 42” X 62”; 
and is completely weatherproof. It is 
mounted on caster wheels and has a 
full-length hinged door, which may be 
locked and sealed. On-the-ground trans- 
fer: by lift truck. 


R&D—Research and development, 
vital to the growth of containerization 


refrigerated containers—Units, equip- 
ped with refrigerating equipment, and 
used primarily in the containerized 
transport of perishables. Consolidated 
Freightways is a major user of refriger- 
ated components. 


roll-on, roll-off operations—A highway- 
water shipping development, in which 
an entire trailer is shifted onto and off 
a trailership. 


Sea-Land Service—The official name 
for the Pan Atlantic Steamship Com- 
pany’s tip-top fishyback operation—a pio- 
neer effort in containerization. 


Seatainer Service—The official desig- 
nation for the Grace Line’s container- 
ship operations.

Agency tariff—A_ tariff issued by an 
agent selected by more than one ship- 
per. The tariff is in behalf of all the 
shippers. 


Aggregated shipments — Treating a num- 
ber of consignments as one shipment 
because they all go to the same con- 
signee. 


Agreed valuation — A consignment’s val- 
ue, agreed upon by both the shipper 
and the carrier, which determines rates 
and the amount of liability in the event 
of loss and damage. 


Air waybill— A document prepared by 
the shipper or his agent defining the 
contract between the shipper and the 
carrier or carriers for the transport of

Freight bill— An invoice rendered by 
the carrier, describing the freight, 
weight, tax and rate covering a ship- 
ment. If charges have been paid or are 
to be collected at the shipment’s point 
of origin, the consignor is given a Pre- 
pay Freight Bill. If they have not been 
prepaid and charges are to be collected 
at the shipment’s destination, the con- 
signee is given a Destination Freight 


Bill. 


Freight bill form—A freight bill con- 
sists of several copies, including: an or- 
iginal copy for the shipper or consignee, 
as the case may be; an additional cus- 
tomer’s copy; an arrival notice; a deliv- 
ery receipt; and extra copy of the de- 
livery receipt; an audit copy; and a file 
copy. 


Freight forwarder—A_ transport firm

Gateway — Point at which freight, trav- 
eling from one territory to another, is 
transferred between transport lines. 


Grandfather rights— The right, under 
the Motor Carrier Act, of a motor 
freight common carrier to a Certificate 
of Public Convenience and Necessity, 
as authority to operate over the route 
which it—or its predecessor — covered 
on June 1, 1935. No additional proof of 
public convenience and necessity is re- 
quired

ICC — The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. ICC number—A_ number as- 
signed by the ICC to tariffs and other 
transportation schedules filed with it. 


“In apparent good order” — Applied to 
consignments which do not indicate loss 
or damage, although subsequent exam- 
ination may uncover shortage or break- 


age. 


Insurance (Freight)— A contract under 
which the assurer agrees, in considera- 
tion of the payment of a premium, to 
indemnify the person or firm taking out 
insurance for loss or damage to freight.

The 
top and bottom are usually fastened by 
nailing. 


Box, nailed wood A box construct- 
ed of wood, assembled by fastening 
top, sides and bottom to the ends with 
nails, 


Box, plywood — A _ box consisting of 
single-piece pores sides, top, bottom 
and ends, nailed to cleats. 


Box, set-up — A specific class of car- 
ton, three-dimensional and rigid in 
finished, e.g., set-up form. Basicall 
fabricated from paper and Ties orm | 


Box, set-up drop-end — A set-up _pa- 
per box in which the side of the base 
is made in two parts, one hinged to 
the other, or in which an end _ is 
hinged to the bottom. 


Box, set-up form — Any loose or at- 
tached piece of boxboard placed with- 
in base or lid; plain or scored, set-up 
or bended only covered or not Pcarivs | 


Box, skid — Metal or wood affixed to 
a platform raised on side members or 
legs to allow entry of truck forks or 
low lift equipment. May be collapsible 
or equipped with interlocking lugs to 
facilitate safe stacking 


Box, slide — A set-up paper box con- 
sisting of a shell into which the base 
is slidingly inserted in a_ horizontal 
direction at the side or end, much 
like a drawer in a piece of furniture. 


Box, telescope A box composed of 
two similarly shaped sections which 
form a base and lid. The length and 
width of the lid are slightly larger 
than those of the base so that the lid 
fits over the base. 


Box, type corner — A corner formed 
of four edge-members so arranged that 
two of them are nailed with their 
wide faces together while the other 
two form one edge of the crate and 
are nailed to the side grain of the 
first two. 


Box, wirebound A shipping con- 
tainer whose sides, top and bottom are 
of rotary cut lumber, sliced lumber, 
reason lumber, fibreboard or combin- 
ations thereof, usually % inch or less 
in thickness, fastened to cleats and to 
each other by means of binding wire 
and staples. 


Box, linered end — Reinforced with 
liners stapled across the grain, used in 
wirebound boxes of all kinds. 

Box, plain end— Without 
of any kind.

Box, wirebound, all-bound — A type of 
wirebound box with ends as part of the 
“flat” or blank. In ordinary wirebound 
boxes, ends are delivered separately as 


shooks. 
Boxboard — Paper board of sufficient 
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caliper and test to be used in the 
manufacture of paperboard boxes. The 
following grades are commonly used: 
news, filled news, strip, straw, jute, 
patent coated, clay coated. Specifica- 
tions for boxboard are designated by 
kind, finish, caliper, dimensions, regular 
number and count. Some of 
specifications are 


these 


1 — Regular number the quantity of 
standard size sheets required to make 
a bundle of 50 Ibs. 


2 — Count — The number of sheets 
of boxboard required to make a_bun- 
dle of 50 Ibs. aiae the dimensions are 
other than basic. 


3 — Caliper The thickness of board 
expressed in thousandths of an_ inch. 
4 — The four standard finishes are des- 
ignated by numbers 1 to 4, from the 
lowest to the highest. The degree of 
finish is regulated by the pressure 
exerted on the calendars under which 
the board passes. The pressure deter- 
mines the density of the sheet. The re- 
suiting surface is incidental, but gains 
in smoothness as pressure is increased. 
No. 1 Light pressure; No. 2 — Medi- 
um pressure; No. 3 — Heavy pressure; 
No. 4— Heaviest pressure. 


Boxboard dimensions — When. stating 
the dimensions of a given sheet, width 
in inches is listed first, length next. 
Width is the measurement across the 
machine; length, the measurement in the 
direction of the grain. 


Bracing Supporting individual units 
within a package to prevent in transit 
damage through movement. Another 
purpose: to distribute weight on all 
faces of a container. 


Buffer — Material inserted in a container 
in such fashion as to absorb the force 
of jolts and jars, thus safeguarding 
contents. This buffer is usually made 
of a cushioning or compressible mate- 
rial. 


Bulk density — Weight of a unit of 
volume of a given substance, expressed 
in pounds-per-cubic-foot. 


Bursting strength — The amount of 
pressure a packaging component can 
withstand without rupturing. 


Cady tester — A scientific instrument 
used to discover the bursting strength 
of paper, paperboard, or fibreboard. 


Capacity — The volume of space with- 
in a container. Actual capacity, accord- 
ing to ICC specifications, is defined as 
“marked cain’ capacity, plus 2%, plus 
one quart for containers of 30 cullens 
or less capacity.” 


Carboy A glass, earthenware, clay, 
plastic, or metal bottle with a 3-13 
gallon capacity. 


Carton, folding — A type of paperboard 
container, distinct from _ set-up boxes 
and corrugated and solid fibre boxes. 


Case mark Shipping information in- 
dicated on a container. 


Case, skid-type — A container raised 
on permanent members to permit easy 
entry of truck forks or other lift 
equipment. 





Certificate, Box Maker’s — A certificate, 
clearly marked on every corrugated 
and solid fibre shipping container, list- 
ing the name of the manufacturer; his 
address; and the container’s test figure. 


Chipboard Non-test, poor-quality 
paperboard, derived from waste paper. 


Clinch — A procedure used in nailing. 
Object: to bend protruding points so 
that nails will hold fast. 


Closure — A sealing or covering affixed 
to a _ container. 


Compartments — Cells. Box subdivisions, 
formed by partitions. 


Containerboard — A _ widely-used term 
designating corrugated or solid fibre- 
board shipping containerboard. Also: any 
board aie for the use of corrugated 
or solid fibreboard container producers. 


Corrosion preventive — Substances, such 
as oil, paint, or plastic, designed to 
prevent or inhibit corrosion. 


Corrugated — Having a series of cor- 
rugations alternating as ridges and 
furrows. Sheet metals are corrugated to 
add rigidity or to improve appearance. 
Have a ribbed effect. 


Corrugated board — Usually a 9-point 
board after it has passed through a 
corrugating machine. (D of P.) 


Corrugated board, double-faced — Con- 
sists of a corrugated inner member 
firmly glued between two flat facings 
or liners, and is used in the manufac- 
ture of corrugated fibreboard boxes and 
products. 


Corrugated fibre boxes — Corrugated 
fibre shipping containers. 


Corrugating liner material —Paperboard, 
commonly called linerboard or liner 
used on either or both sides of corru- 
gating medium in the manufacture of 
corrugated board. 


Corrugating material — The elemental 
part of corrugated paper or board, usually 
.009” thick. 


Crate — A rigid shipping container of 
framed open construction, joined  to- 
gether with nails, bolts or other equiv- 
alent methods of fastening. 


Cushion — A pad made of an envelope 
packed with resilient, soft material. 


Cushioning — The protection from 
physical damage aifoeded to an item 
by placing about its outer surfaces 
materials that have been designed to 
absorb the shock or reactions caused 
by external forces. 


Dangerous Article — For transportation 
by common carrier, dangerous articles 
(regulatory products) require shipping 
containers made according to Interstate 
Commerce Commission specifications. 


Desiccant — A dehydrating agent. A 
material which will absorb moisture by 
physical or chemical means. 


Drop-end — A set-up paper box in 
which the end of base is made in two 
parts, one hinged to the other, or in 
which end is hinged to bottom, so that 
it can bend down.
